(IF)— A preliminary 
step toward extending to the n a ­ 
tion's rural 
districts ahe

health work that Is h<!r? earned 
on in the cities is to he taken d u r­ 
ing tiu next year by the American 
Public Health association. 
A survey of the existing facilities 
for safeguarding the physical wel­ 
fare of country communities will 
b® made !n 25 representative ru- 
raal counties scattered across the 
continent. 
A similar number wdll 
be covered in the ensuing year. 
The asoeiations purpose, ag set 
forth by Dr. C. E. A. Winslow, 
chairm an of its committee on a d ­ 
ministrative practice and professor 
of public health at Yale university, 
is to gather data on which to for­ 
mulate 
and 
crystalize 
public 
health practices in non-urban sec­ 
tions so th a t program s for furth er 
work can be drafted. 
The inquiry 
is to 
he 
made 
through the medium of a health 
appraisal form similar 
to 
that 
which the association 
has found 
useful in evaluating activities 
of 
eltv health 
departments. 
County 
health officers are to be asked to 
report on what la being done by 
their communities in 
tuberculosis

tion work and other familiar serv

place a health center so th at It can 
serve people whose homes are of­ 
ten separated by m any miles. Also, 
the rural districts cannot afford to 
support extensive 
facilities.

To Inaugurate Bureau of Voca 
tional Guidance for Wo­ 


men in Business 


NEW YORK, June 13,— The Na­ 
tional Federation of Business and 
Professional Women’s Clubs is in­ 
augurating an important new de­ 
partment of work this month with 
the addition to the national execu­ 
tive staff of Miss Frances Cum­ 
mings, New York, as educational 
secretary. 
Since the federation was organ- 
Ized nine 
years 
ago one of the 
chief phases of its program has 
been its education work. 
Early In 
its history the organization adopt­ 
ed the slogan “At least a high 
school education for every business 
girl," and through scholarship loa 
funds administered in state feder 
atlons and local clubs throughout 
the country It has endeavored t 
enable worthy g:rls to remain in 
school until they completed the 
high school course before taking 
up a business career. 
It will he Miss Cummings' first 
duty as a member of the nationa 
cxecutiv. staff to survey the field 
find just how many thousands 
dollars are invested in scholarships 
In the various clubs and states, and 
to develop a uniform program for 
the handling of these funds. 
The addition of an educational 
secretary to the staff means also 
the inauguration of a vocational 
guidance program for business wo­ 
men the country over. 
Facts and 
figures from the elaborate survey 
Into business 
women's 
problems 
conducted during the past year or 
two by the University of Michigan 
as a federation project will soon 
become available. 
The figures are 
expected to put much light on the 
problem of the misfit woman in 
business. 


After June 30th 
Persons Over 45 


Will Not Be Issued 
Policies in 1, 2, or 3 


A very important announcement, 
especially to people from 46 to 65 
years of ag^ inclusive, has been 
made by the Home Benefit associa­ 
tion. 
Heretofore, persons of the*e 
ages could apply for policies In 
Group 1 and Group 2 and Group 
8. but after June 30th they can 
only apply for policies in the older 
Groups. 
Heretofore they have been ac­ 
cepting applicant! for their older 
groups up to 68 years, but after 
June 30th no persons more than 
62 years of age will be considered, 
even In the older classes. 
Another 
important 
announce­ 
ment is that after June 30th, all 
applicants except children, must 
appear before a physician for life 
insurance examination before ap­ 
plication Is considered. 
Heretofore 
in some cases where the family 
phj’slclan executed a health certl 
lieate and all Investigations were 
favorable, the applicant was not 
required to personally go before 
physician. 
The Home Benefit association 1
